JESUS AND HIS FRIENDS 


Text: Mark 13:33-14-9

As Jesus drew near to the 
shadow of the cross his earthly 
ministry and his relationships 
with his disciples developed in 
richness. 
From teaching con­ 
cerning the nature of the Gospel 
he had given them to minister, 
he turned to exhortations that 
they 
might 
prove 
faithful 
through watching and pray ing. 
He k new that the impending 
events were going to test them 
as well as himself, and he urged 
them above all things to be 
found watchful and ready . 
The incident in Bethany , at 
the home of Simon the leper, 
where Jesus sat eating, and a 
woman came and brok e a very 


costly alabaster cruse of oint­ 
ment pouring it upon his head, 
is one that has caught the 
world’s imagination. It stands 
closely related to the questions 
of sentiment and practicality 
concerning the world’s need. 
There were, presumably , prac­ 
tical people in the group who 
were indignant over the inci­ 
dent.

But Jesus immediately defend­ 
ed her, in a say ing that has 
been much abused and wrested 
into meanings that Jesus cer­ 
tainly never intended. He point­ 
ed out that the poor were al­ 
way s 
with 
them, 
and 
that 
whenever they wished they could 
do them good, but that this 
woman had performed an act of 
deep affection. Within the nar­ 
row space of a life that too soon 
would close, and in anticipa­ 
tion of the death that he had 


already predicted, he spok e of 
her act as the anointing of his 
body beforehand for the bury ­ 
ing. 
Also, with words that have 
been thoroughly vindicated in 
the course of history , he point­ 
ed out that wherever the Gospel 
should be preached the story of 
this woman’s deed would be told 
for a memorial of her. 
W hat are we to tak e out of 
the incident? Did Jesus mean 
that our care for the poor is a 
secondary thing, that we should 
be careless or extravagant in our 
expenditures 
simply 
because 
they may be motivated with 
k indly impulse or have as their 
purpose the bringing of happi­ 
ness to someone whom we love? 
Most assuredly not. 
But what was the nature of 
this ointment, and what was its 
purpose? It was to be used for 


somebody exactly as this woman 
used it for Jesus. Whom could 
she have found more worthy 
upon whom to bestow it? It was 
being put to the use for which 
it was intended. 
* * * * 
Also there are deeper ques­ 
tions in relation to the incident. 
If one had been a poor starving 
person in that ancient society , 
to whom would he have gone for 
help with the greatest assurance 
of receiving it? To the practical- 
minded Judas, carry ing the bag 
and counting and husbanding 
every penny , or to this woman, 
with her generous heart, capa­ 
ble of giving and with a sense 
of values that was not alway s 
determined by m aterial things? 
It is the people who set the 
poor over against such noble and 
generous actions who in nine 
cases out of ten neglect the 
poor.

President Roosev elt has decided 
th a t the United States shou ld go 
off the gold standard by statu te. 
He today requ ested Chairm an 
Steagall of the hou se banking 
committee to introdu ce a resolu ­ 
tion to place the United States 
off the standard by law. 
The Alabama Democrat con­ 
ferred with the president a t the 
White Hou se. 
Later he called newspapermen 
to his office and read a copy of 
the resolu tion, which he 
said 
“declares the United States is off 
the gold standard by statu te.” 
“It repeals the “gold standard 
act,” Steagall said, adding th a t 
u nder the resolu tion no bonds, 
no obligations of the federal gov ­ 
ernm ent and no obligations of 
any form wou ld hav e to be paid 
in gold or gold cu rrency u pon the 
enactm ent of the measu re. 
He said it wou ld be possible 
for the foreign debtors to pay 
the United States their war debts 
in any legal money . 
“This 
bill 
frees the 
United 
States from the obstacles and 
handicaps of the gold standard,” 
he declared. 
“It is an adm inistration bill 
and a part of President Roose­ 
v elts emergency relief program. 
“In addition,” Steagall said, 
“the law wou ld make it u nneces­ 
sary for President Roosev elt to 
dev alu ate the gold dollar u nder 


the inflation prov isions of the 
farm relief act.” 
Steagall term ed the measu re 
one of the greatest steps toward 
stabilizing money in the United 
States. 
All legal money u nder this act, 
he asserted, wou ld meet all obli­ 
gations pay able in gold. 
Chairm an Fletcher of the sen­ 
ate banking committee will in­ 
trodu ce an identical resolu tion 
in the senate. 
Early hearings will be held and 
Steagall ex pects action to come 
in both congressional branches 
nex t week.

fo rmed in its territo ry which 
hav e inv aded ano ther state, o r 
refusal to depriv e them o f pro ­ 
tectio n.
